Been by H reference to the Beotional view 
shown in the flgnre. As will alao be 
noticed, a drainage chimber, below the 
level of the conduit, is provided, from 
whioh surface water can easily be car- 
ried off by laterals leading to tbe street 
sewer, It has been calculated that tblB 
drainage chamber can carry away more 
water than can possibly find its way 
into it during the boniest rainfall. As 
shown in the figure, the trolley rod 
is curved in snob a manner as to permit 
its passage under the guard plate and 
into the conduit, where it supports the 
trolley wheel on the conductor. The 
interior of the conduit is to be lined 
with tarred canvas to prevent the con- 
densation of moisture on the surface of
